ANEMONE  patens  (Pasque  or  Wind 
Flower).  Their  silky  buds  expand  into  cro- 
cus-like  blooms,  bits  of  April  lovliness  in 
tints  of  lilac.  Acid  well  drained  soil,  sun, 
rock  g-arden.  35c  each,  10  for  $2.50. 

ANEMONE  nemorosa  (Wood  Anemone). 
Dainty,  white  or  purple  tinted,  fairy-like 
blossoms  on  slender  stems  in  shaded  places. 
5  to  7  inches.  Rich  and  slig’htly  acid  soil.

ARLSid^MA  triphyllum  ( Jack-in-the- 
Pulpit).  An  odd  little  fellow  this  woodland 
pi’eacher,  with  his  striped  canopy  of  green 
and  purple.

Of  all 
the  woodsie,  woodland  flowers  these  are  the 
most  alluring. 

acaiile  (Pink  Lady-Slipper)  has  the  larg¬ 
est  slipper  which  is  bright  pink.  It  is  not 
particular  where  it  is  planted,  but  positively 
refuses  to  live  without  very  acid  soil,  with 
that  would  do  well  on  the  rock  garden.  10 
to  12  inches  high.

DODECATHEON  meadia  (Shooting  Star) 
A  2  ft.  stem  from  a  rosette  of  leaves  up¬ 
holds  a  candelbra  of  16  to  20  nodding  white 
or  rose  blossoms.  Yellow  stamens  form  a 
sharp  beak  in  the  centers.  Sun  or  partial 
shade.

ERYTHRONIUM  albidum  (Trout  Lily). 
A  tiny  white  lily  with  a  single  speckled  leaf, 
that  is  the  trout  part,  and  here  for  Easter, 
too.

GAULTHERIA  procumbens  (Winter- 
green).

Three 
nodding  rose  colored  buds  on  rosy  stems, 
with  sulphur  yellow  petals,  that  never  quite 
open  until  they  lift  and  throw  out  the  rosy 
plumes  of  their  seed  head  to  invite  the 
breeze.

HEPATICA  acutiloba.  Here  for  Easter, 
wrapxjed  in  their  furs.  The  numerous  white, 
pink,  or  purple  blooms  are  the  first  promise 
of  spring.  The  pretty  foliage  follows  the 
blossoms  and  remains  all  year.  Rich  soil, 
shade  and  a  little  acid.  25c  each,  10  for 
$2.00. 

LILLIUM  tigrum  (Tiger  Lily).  One  of  the 
“speckled  wild  lilies  that  down  in  the  mead- 
owland  grew.”  Orange  speckled  with  re¬ 
curved  sepals.  Bright  color  for  the  garden 
in  August.  5  to  8  ft.  high.  25c  each,  10

LILIUM  philadelphicum  (Wild  Orange 
Lily).  Smaller  than  the  tiger  lily  with  open 
bell  shaped  flowers.

Cardinal  red  flowers  on  a  spike  2  to  4  feet 
high.

POLEMONIUM  cjeruleum  (Jacob’s  Lad¬ 
der).  Ferny  foliage  gave  this  popular  bor¬ 
der  plant  its  name.  Covered  with  sky  blue 
bells  with  white  centers.

POLYGALA  paucifolia  (Gay  Wings). 
Don’t  you  like  that  name.  A  delicate  grovA- 
ing  plant  with  purple  tinted  leaves,  and 
large  fringed  rose  purple  flowers.

PHLOX  amoena  (Lovely  Phlox).  Forms  a 
mat  of  evergreen  foliage,  flowers  bright 
pink.  Dry  sunny  soil  and  a  little  acid.  Good 
for  rock  gardens.

PHLOX  siibulata  (Moss  Pink).  This  for 
a  carpet  of  color  can  not  be  excelled,  for 
rock  garden  or  banks.  We  have  the  pink, 
the  alba  or  white,  the  lilacina,  a  light  blue.

PHLOX  pilosa  growing  stems  8  to  12 
inches  high,  a  good  cover  under  trees  or 
bushes.

RANUNCULUS  aquatilis  (Common 
White  Water  Crowfoot).  Snow  flakes  on 
the  water.  They  have  white  blossoms  like 
the  wood  anemone  and  a  mossy  foliage.

SANGUINARIA  canadensis  (Blood  Root) 
The  buds  are  like  pearls  as  they  appear 
wrapped  in  the  artistically  beautiful  leaf. 
They  like  a  little  acid,  rocky,  rich  soil  and 
shade.

SAXIFRAGA  virginensis,  dainty  and 
from  4  to  9  inches  high  with  a  cluster  of 
pretty  white  flowers  in  early  spring.  15c

SEDUMS  for  the  rock  garden  in  open 
sun.  Acre,  low  and  tufted,  yellow  flowers, 
Album  4  to  6  in.  high,  linear  leaves,  flowers 
white  with  red  centers.  Lydium  leaves  turn 
red  in  autumn.  Sexangulare,  like  acre  but 
smaller.  Stolonferum  Coccineiim  with  pink 
flowers  and  deep  bronze  foliage  in  winter.

SEMPERVIVUMS  (Hen  and  Chickens), 
for  the  rock  garden.  Globiferium  plants  6 
to  9  inches  high._  Arachnoideum,  small  ro¬ 
settes  threaded  over  with  white  cob-web¬ 
like  down.

THALICTRUM  dioicum  (Early  Meadow

that  disappear  after  blooming.  Rich  soil, 
shade  and  a  little  acid.

For  the  rock  garden,  has  small  roundish 
leaves.

VERONICA  teucrium  dubia  rupestris,  a 
splendid  cover  tiny  narrow  green  leaves, 
spires  of  bright  blue  flowers  in  May.

VIOLAS  septentrionalis  (White  Violet) 
Pflowers  cover  the  plant  in  May.  White  with 
blue  throat.  Culcullata,  Long  stemmed 
blue  violet.

Feathery  leaves  and  wonderful  blue.  Pedata 
must  have  acid  soil.  15c  each,  10  for  $1.00. 

FERNS  Poly  podium  vulgare.  An  ever¬ 
green  fern  for  rocks,  4  to  6  inches  long, 
forming  a  mat.  Smiles  best  if  a  little  acid 
is  used.  Cystopteris  fraglis  a  dainty  little 
fern  for  shade  and  a  little  acid.  25c  each,

LYCOPODIUM  dendroideum.  Little  six 
inch  pine-tree-like  club  moss.  Light,  rich, 
shadv  soil  and  a  little  acid.

ACID  SOIL 

Some  of  the  plants  which  do  their  best 
in  a  slightly  acid  soil  will  thrive  wonder- 
fullv  in  a  neutral  soil,  such  as  most  of  our 
gardens  have.  I  have  seen  blood-roots,  hep- 
aticas,  Jack-in-the-pulpits,  trout  lilies,  and 
the  earlv  meadow  rue  thrive  in  the  gardens. 
Avoid  lime,  however,  in  growing  them. 

ROCK  GARDEN 

In  building  your  rock  garden  if  you  will 
use  g-ranlte  rocks  for  part  of  it,  you  can  by 
supplying  acid  soil  raise  the  rare  and  beau¬ 
tiful  acid  loving  plants. 

Half  decayed  oak  leaf  or  pine  needle  mold 
if  not  taken  from  a  place  that  is  washed  by 
water  from  limestone  hills  is  acid.  Some 
peats  are  acid. 

One  ounce  of  commercial  tannic  acid  dis¬ 
solved  in  a  gallon  of  water  and  applied  to 
9  square  feet  of  soil  will  make  the  soil  mod¬ 
erately  acid. 

Watering  with  hard  water  which  contains 
lime,  will  sweeten  acid  soil,  and  care  should 
be  taken. 

As  drug  stores  do  not  usually  carry  com¬ 
mercial  tannic  acid  we  have  stocked  it  for 
your  convenience.
